Unless you do this, you guarantee the inadequacy of 
the official archive on the murder of a President*

You say of it only that it "was made from a negative which sa 
prepared from a print in the exhibit files of 'toe Warren Seeami salon." You haws 
previously assured me that these files contain only lithographic pictures, that 
is, tuose with the dots essential in the reproduction process. In addition, the 
es&ibit files are the reproduction flies. Therefore, on both counts, unless you 
have dona what 2 presume you have, this print should contain such dots and it 
does not. These dots, called a screen, can be removed by offset equip sent, but in 
so doing, several extra steps are involved, same cost, and lack of clarity is an 
inevitable consequence. 

My exclusive interest is evidence. This picture is totally valueless 
as evidence, for it makes impossible even the certainty of the outlines of the 
hole. Were I tarytry and trace this hole, even that would be impossibla. 

Vvhy you have clear pictures you cannot deny me without violation of the 
law, and especially after 2- have gens to court, with all that considerable trouble 
and expense, I regards this as a particularly shoddy and unbecoming trick, having 
had the benefit of your dissertation os who is wasting time for whom,'! resent this
